PREFACE TO VOLUME I 


In August 1965 the Board decided to resume publication of its 
two projects ‘Bibliography of Theses Accepted’ and ‘Research in Pro¬ 
gress’ which had not been kept up since 1958. While doing so the Board 
also decided to amend as well as enlarge the scope of both the projects 
as follows. 

One was to bring out a consolidated list of theses, subjectwise, in 
respect of doctoral degrees conferred by Indian universities since 1857, 
the year in which the Presidency universities were established. Some 
information was already available in the Board office but a good deal 
more had to be collected. As a result of prolonged correspondence with 
the universities complete data has been collected now and it is in the pro¬ 
cess of being catalogued and classified. Something like 15,000 entries have 
been received and it is hoped that beginning with 1969 volumes dealing 
with the various university disciplines would start appearing one by 
one. If the present plans do not receive any unexpected setback the 
whole project should be completed by 1972. 

The second project related to the collection of information about 
‘Research in Progress’. The period from 1958 to 1966 was taken as the 
base period and wherever it was reported that research on a particular 
topic was still in progress the same was included. This volume deals only 
with the physical sciences. Volumes dealing with biological sciences, 
social sciences and humanities would follow within the next one year. 

The information provided in this and the subsequent volumes is com¬ 
plete only to the extent that the universities could be persuaded to make 
it available. This is only another way of saying that the information 
provided here covers about two/thirds of those enrolled for their docto¬ 
ral degrees. All kinds of difficulties were encountered with regard to 
the collection of data and it is not necessary to go into details here. It 
is enough to say that the publication of these few volumes from 
which information about certain universities is missing would have, in 
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future years, a persuasive effect on those who did not respond to our 
request this time. 

It seems appropriate to draw attention to two salient features of 
the compilation ‘a resume of the topic of research’ and ‘the reference 
note’. Under resume, a brief note giving the progress made so far as also 
the possible conclusions proposed to be arrived at are indicated. Not 
all scholars have supplied these resumes but in most cases they have done 
so. These were prepared by the scholars themselves and have been duly 
authenticated by their guides. Since the instructions given in this regard 
were not complied with in all cases it became necessary to edit them. 
Something like two/thirds of them have had to be edited in consequence. 
The editorial changes however do not affect the accuracy of the state¬ 
ments, responsibility for which rests exclusively with the research scho¬ 
lars and their guides. 

The reference note added after the resume lists all the papers 
published by the scholar that have a bearing on his research topic. It 
is hoped that this note too would be found useful. 

I must place on record my appreciation of the able and dedicated 
work done by our Librarian, Shri Sutinder Singh and his staff in the pre¬ 
paration of these volumes.

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INTRODUCTION 


This volume deals with Social Sciences and lists 1,311 research 
projects initiated during 19S8-66 in these subjects. These have been 
classified by the Dewey Decimal Classification (17th Edition) and this 
governs their general arrangement. The main subject say. Economics, 
is given at the top in capital letters in the centre of the page. The major 
divisions of subjects, for instance Labour Economics, Financial Eco¬ 
nomics etc., in case of Economics are also given in the centre of the page 
but in upper and lower case letters. Subordinate groups of these divisions, 
like Industrial Relations and Wages in case of Labour Economics are 
indicated on the left hand side of the page in upper and lower case letters 
in bold type. Further subdivisions of these groups, such as. Labour Unions 
etc., in case of Industrial Relations, are also given on the left hand side in 
italics. Under these subject headings, the arrangement of entries is, 
however, alphabetical according to the Surnames of the Scholars. This 
has primarily been done to facilitate search by the Research Scholars who 
are expected to be the major users of this bibliography. 

With regard to the arrangement, a word also need be said about 
some of the departures that have been made from the Dewey Decimal 
Classification. 

i) Social Anthropology and Social Welfare have been taken in 
conjunction with sociology and not scattered as is done in the 
Dewey Decimal Classification. The new placing is more in con¬ 
formity with the filiatory sequence of the subjects. 

ii) Law and Public Administration have been taken immediately 
after Political Science instead of their being intercepted by 
Economics as is provided in the Dewey Decimal Classification. 
Similarly Commerce and Management have been taken in con¬ 
junction with Economics. These groupings were also warranted 
by the filiatory sequence of the subjects. 
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iii) Under Labour Economics, Labour Unions have been taken imme¬ 
diately after and as forming part of the broader subject Industrial 
Relations instead of relegating them to the end as is given in the 
Dewey Decimal Classification schedule under 331. This has 
been done as it is strongly felt that Labour Unions are one of 
the most important, nay, essential contributors to healthy or 
otherwise relations between Labour and Management. Putting 
them at ends apart as is envisaged in the classification scheme 
would have meant scattering of information which has strong 
filiatory affinity. 

iv) Resettlement has been taken in conjunction with the Employ¬ 
ment Services and the problem of Unemployment under the 
broader head Labour Force. This, Dewey Decimal Classification 
scheme, however, puts in the jumble bead ‘Other Topics’. It is 
felt that the present placing will be more helpful. 

v) Under Commerce, Transportation Services have been taken in 
conjunction with the specific modes of transportation. Dewey 
Decimal Classification, however, separates the two with the 
Internal Trade and Foreign Trade thrown in between. 

vi) Under Education, Education of the Problem Children has been 
taken as a subgroup under Educational Psychology. It is 
believed that the Education of this particular group has to lean 
more heavily on a study and techniques of educational Psycho¬ 
logy and the present placing will be more appropriate than the 
one in the Dewey Decimal Classification which puts it under 
the head ‘Special Education’. 

But in all these cases the classification numbers as per provisions of 
the Dewey Decimal Classification have been retained for use by those of 
our colleagues in the profession who might like to continue with the 
existing practices and classify these topics as originally provided by the 
scheme of classification. 

Another thing that need be clarified is the classification of topics 
under Public Administration. The scheme provides that after the Prineiples 
of Public Administration are dealt with, topics having area affiliation be 
classified under the area. Here too, as under other classes of Dewey 
Decimal Classification, the United States gets the precedence over all 
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other countries, and as per area schedule Europe and some other countries 
of Asia would have been given precedence over the mother country to 
which almost all the entries pertained. It was, therefore, decided that in 
order not to disturb the schedule as also give India the precedence over 
all other countries, the Principles of Public Administration should be 
confined only to the class 350. 351 was taken to mean Central and State 
Government in India and 352 as Local Government in India. This served 
a dual purpose. In the first place the classification by subjects became 
more prominent than would have been the case had these entries been 
grouped under the area. In the second place it satisfied the Canon of 
Favoured Category as also provided shorter numbers. 

Each entry includes detailed particulars about the scholar in the 
following order : Serial number, name of the scholar. Title of thesis (as 
registered with the University), name of the university, Department/Insti¬ 
tute where research is being conducted, the years when research was 
begun and is likely to be finished, name and designation of the guide, 
brief resume of the research topic and the reference note. Unless 
otherwise stated immediately after the title of the thesis, the degree for 
which research is being conducted is taken as Ph.D. and as such all the 
entries do not make a mention of this fact. 

The serial number consists of two parts. The first is the serial number 
that runs throughout the length of the publication and is indicative of the 
total number of entries listed, while the second indicates the serial 
number of the entries within a particular subject. Thus it should be 
possible to ascertain as to how many entries are there in a particular 
subject, say Political Science, Economics or Education, out of the total 
number of entries listed. This, we believe, will spotlight the neglected areas 
of research. While rendering the names of the scholars, the surname has 
been taken first and is followed by the forename. In case where the title 
of the thesis is given in Hindi or any other Indian language, the same has 
been transliterated in English and the original language in which the title 
is mentioned is given in parenthesis after the title. Abbreviations have 
been used to render the names of the various universities/institutes. A 
complete list of these abbreviations along with their expansions is given 
in the beginning of the compilation. As regards the guides under whom 
research is being conducted, information has been provided in the 
majority of the cases. The word ‘independently’ has been used to denote 
cases where the scholars have been exempted from conducting research 



under a guide. But in cases where no such information was available the 
letters ‘n.g.’ (No guide) have been used to say that the information about 
the guide is not available. The designation given after the name of the 
guide has reference to the department of the university in which the 
research is being conducted. In cases where the guide does not belong to 
this department of the university, complete address has been given to 
facilitate exchange of information. In a few cases, however, where the 
information about the designation of the guide was not forthcoming, 
we had to be content with the name of the guide only. The brief resume 
included in each entry is a statement of the progress made so far. It also 
points to the possible conclusions that are likely to be arrived at. The 
Reference Note lists all the papers published by the scholars that have a 
bearing on the topic of research. The information included in the Reference 
Note is given in the following order: Title of the paper, if supplied, joint 
authors, if any, name of the periodical, volume and issue number, the 
year and inclusive pagination. The names of the periodicals have also 
been abbreviated and these abbreviations along with their expansions are 
listed after the abbreviations for universities/institutes. The brief resume 
together with the Reference Note will, we hope, be found useful by the 
users of this bibliography and will elucidate the perspective in which a 
particular piece of research is being carried out. 

The index of scholars also calls for a word of explanation. It Is 
arranged alphabetically according to the surnames of the scholars. But 
a significant departure from strict alphabetization consists in grouping 
together the surnames pronounced alike. For instance, under Chaudhaiy 
are listed all the variants, like Chaudhuri, Chaudhry, Choudhary, Chowdry 
etc. These are arranged in the alphabetical order of their initials. The 
index directs the user to the Subject Part with the help of the running 
serial number of entries. An alphabetic subject index has also been 
included to facilitate reference. 

My colleagues have rendered invaluable assistance and 1 record my 
appreciation of the good work done by Sarvshri B. Narayana Rao, S. M. 
Dhawan, V. K. Chugh and Mrs. C. K. Arora.
